McDonald paid the money and 
built up a good trade when Berg re­ 
fused to transfer the lease and the 
owners of the park have now notified 
him to take no more water, although 
the lease Berg claims to hold will not 
.expire until June, 1903. 
Alfce E. Edwards, of East Liver 
pool, has filed action in court against 
Florence and Robert Bell 
in 
order 
to o b ta in possession of certain prop­ 
erty in J. W. Gason’s addition to the 
city. 
In June the defendants agreed to

The Pittsburg Post railroad author­ 
ity does not look with favor upon the 
B. & O. short line story, and today 
prints the following: 
An epidemic of important railroad 
rumors, for which official corrobora­ 
tion is unobtainable, has broken out, 
and has spread all over western Penn­ 
sylvania and east Ohio. The general 
counsel of the Canton & East Liver­ 
pool railroad, a projected line, 
says 
that the B. & O. will build the link 
and operate it as a short line between 
Pittsburg and Canton and Chicago. 
The report states that the B. & O. 
short line will cross the Ohio river at 
East Liverpool, but 
this 
statement 
makes the whole story appear ground­ 
less, inasmuch as the B. & O. has no 
line within 45 miles of East Liverpool, 
and a long, high summit cut through 
by many deep ravines intervenes be­ 
tween the nearest point on the B. & 
O. and the Ohio river, beyond the line 
of the Panhandle. 
The B. & O. has 
just absorbed the Pittsburg. & West­ 
ern, and it is scarcely possible that 
they propose to build a line across 
the northeast corner of this state, or 
through the mountainous Panhandle 
of West Virginia to reach the Ohio 


j river. The B. & O. might extend the 
branch down the Chartiers creek from 
Washington, and up the Little Char­ 
tiers creek from Canonsburg across 
the water shed west of Venice, and 
thence down to the headquarters of 
Racoon creek, near 
Rankin 
school, 
and then an easy grade could be ob­ 
tained to the Ohio river, but East Liv­ 
erpool could not be reached, as the 
Panhandle 
has

rights of way on the Pennsylvania side 
an the river.

By international law, and our con­ 
stitution, the United States had the 
right to secure by treaty this territory, 
this property, and this allegiance of 
the inhabitants of these islands and 
the right to determine the civil rights 
and political status of the native in­ 
habitants. 
Their allegiance is all the 
title we claim to hold in the inhab­ 
itants of these islands. Bryan meant 
just that in co-operating in the treaty 
ratification. 
The acceptance of these 
islands by the Spanish treaty w'as not 
“seizure by conquest” or other wrong­ 
ful act of the United States. 
The ti­ 
tle to and sovereignty over these is­ 
lands are as firmly founded as of any 
territory ever acquired by the United 
States, either by purchase or cession. 
Bryan's idea of surrendering territory 
to natives would hardly be approved 
by us if applied to our Mexican acquis­ 
itions, which stand on like footing. 
Bryan himself furnished the abstract 
of titlo when he urged the senate to 
ratify the treaty. 
If Bryan construed the treaty as his

The mold maker, whose shop is on 
the third floor of the building, had ran 
out of plaster, and so informed the 
foreman, William Smally, who in turn 
ordered the oddman to take up a bar­ 
rel. 
To do this a block and tackle is al­ 
ways employed to hoist the stuff to 
the second and third floors. 
There is 
a trap door on both floors and when 
the oddman had raised both these he 
made sure no one was ‘‘carrying out,” 
as the 
stilliards are in

room 
through 
which the trap passes, and 
then proceeded to the top story to let 
down the rope. 
W hile 
he 
was 
absent 
Brannon 
emerged from the Jigger room car­ 
rying a board of ware. 
He proceeded 
to the stilliards, and resting the front 
end of the board on the edge, stepped 
sidewise to push it into place. 
This 
move was a disastrous one,

plunged headlong through the trap to 
the ground floor, 18 feet below, alight­ 
ing upon a mass of broken barrels and 
other debris.

A3 his paper far exceeds 
our space, we can only quote these 
characteristic 
sentences 
and

graphs, while regretting the necessity 
of separating them from their con­ 


text: 
All question as to the right of the 
United States to acquire from Spain 
the title and sovereignty of these is­ 
lands (the Philippines) vanishes as far 
as Mr. Bryan is concerned because he 
put himself in the front rank of those 
who insisted upon 
the transfer. 
As 
an advocate of the treaty he stood with 
the administration until it took effect 
and became irrevocable. 
The United 
States never disputed Spain’s title to 
these islands; 
on 
the 
contrary, we 
recognized 
her 
title 
by 
purchasing 
from her. 
By international law, and our con­ 
stitution, the United States had the 
right to secure by treaty this territory, 
this property, and this allegiance of 
the inhabitants of these islands and 
the right to determine the civil rights 
and political status of the native In­ 
habitants. 
Their allegiance is all the 
title we claim to hold in the inhab­ 
itants of these islands. Bryan meant 
just that in co-operating in the treaty 
ratification. 
The acceptance of these 
islands by the Spanish treaty was not 
“seizure by conquest” or other wrong­ 
ful act of the United States. 
The ti­ 
tle to and sovereignty over these is­ 
lands are as firmly founded as of any 
territory ever acquired by the United 
States, either by purchase or cession. 
Bryan's idea of surrendering territory 
to natives would hardly be approved 
by us if applied to our Mexican acquis­ 
itions, which stand on like footing. 
Bryan himself furnished the abstract 
of titlo when he urged the senate to 
ratify the treaty. 
If Bryan construed the treaty as his 
questions now indicate, he must have 
felt that he was In very poor business 
when he labored with the Democratic 
senators to obtain 
their consent to 
ratify it. 
Moreover, why did this as­ 
tute gentleman advise the ratification 
of a treaty which imposed upon con­ 
gress the duty of determining the civil 
rights and political status of the na­ 
tive inhabitants, if these natives at the 
same time, had the right to set up an 
independent 
government 
for 
them ­ 
selves? 
If to determine the civil and 
Political status of the native inhabi­ 
tants by the United States is wrong­ 
ful now, it was wrongful then. 
Says Bryan, the title of Spain being 
extinguished we now are at liberty to 
den! with tho Philippines according to 
American principles. 
Very true. That 
in just what we are doing. 
But that 
implies, as is the fact, that we ac­ 
quired rights by virtue of the treaty. 
Bryan says there can be no subjects 
In a republic. 
Every fair-minded man 
of the millions who have lived on our 
acquired lands, died thanking God that 
bis lot had been cast under the su­ 
premacy of the great American Union. 
‘ ne ever dreamed that any among 
them had bee® deprived of his inalien­ 
able right to free government until 
th 
ghost of imperialism was evolved 
in the minds o f the opponents of the 
McKinley administration to cast into 
the shade the 16 to I hobby of the 
statesman of the Platte. 
Why does 
Biyaa not mourn over the people of 
Mexico, Arizona or the District of 
Col urn Mg? They are uearer home than 
1 b“ iiioliiea urn! quite as well qual­ 


ified for independent self-government. 
Candidate Bryan’s speech of accept­ 
ance greatly underrates the majesty 
of Americanism. 
He certainly mis­ 
takes American character. The Ameri­ 
can citizen, in all the elements that go 
to make up the true man, is as good 
as he; quite as ready to make sacri­ 
fices for its welfare as he is to make 
speeches 
for the “paramount issue” 
ana altogether as condid and sincere 
in 
his 
convictions. 
He disparages 
himself by his 
mean 
ideals of the 
American electors. 
He is altogether 
too suspicious of his equal fellow cit­ 
izens. 
He ought to know that the peo­ 
ple are magnanimous aiid not to be 
readily trifled with. Does he not know' 
that by direct force, through four years 
of war, we saved the Union from over­ 
throw, disaster and humiliation, and 
made equal citizens 
of 
every man, 
even those who tried to destroy the 
American Union and forever degrade

to this vast territory was that acquir­ 
ed by discovery and occupancy, except 
to that small part ceded to it by Spain? 
And that France held it all only by 
force? 
Bryan’s Nebraska homestead 
came through that channel and he ap­ 
pears to think that the title is good 
enough for him and his family. 
Did 
Jefferson forget the immortal Declar­ 
ation of Independence when he group­
